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COMPETENT AS WELL AS HON- 
EST MEN NEEDED. 


With the approach of the time for 


electing new sects of mayors and 


councillors, the cry goes up ail over 
the country, as it has gone up for so 
many years before, for a better class 
of men to control civic affairs, Prac- 
tically every Canadian municipality 
is conscious of the fact that there is 
room for improvement but, except in 
isolated instances, little is accom- 
‘plished towards bringing it about. 
Speaking generally, municipal politics 
does not attract those who are able to 
give the best service and the conclu- 
sion of Mr. Bryce in his famous book 
or America applies to Canada quite 


-as much as to the country to our 


south, “There is no denying,” he 
wrote, “that the government of cities 
is the one conspicuous failure of the 
United States. The deficiencies of 
the national government tell but little 
for evil on the welfare of the people. 
The faults of the state governments 
are insignificant compared with the 
extravagance, corruption and  mis- 
management which mark the admin- 
istrations of most of the great cities.” 


There haye not been so many glar- 
ing-instances of municipal misrule in 
Canada as im the United States, but 
this is apparently for no other reason 
than that the opportunities have not 
bcen so great. Canadian cities, there- 
fore, cannot watch too closely the ex- 
perience of those on ‘the other side 
of the line and profit by it to as large 
an extent as possible, 


New York has had a most unenvi- 
able reputation in this particular for 
many years but just at present it is 
enjoying a refreshing change, the in- 
fluence of which on the cause of good 
civic government ‘throughout the con- 
tinent is bound to be very great. The 
work done by Mayor Gaynor has at- 
tracted widespread attention and {wo 
atticles which appeared in the Cen- 
tury Magazine of last month dealing 
with it are of the greatest interest. 
One is by the mayor himself and the 
other is by a well-known journalist, 
Mr. James Creelman. The Capital 
wishes it had the space to reproduce 
ikem both in full. But some of the 
general observations made by the 
mayor applying as they do to small 
as well as large cities, are particular- 
ly worthy of mote. 


The cry gbes up at all times for 
honest men at the head of civic ad- 
ministrations. Mayor Gaynor points 
out that, while this is most desirable, 
something more is needed. 
ent as weil a3 honest men 
quired, 

“As the times for election period: 
ically approach,” he writs, “the same 
demand of a large number of people 
is regularly heard: ‘Just select some 
merchant or business man, and let 
him run the city government as he 
runs his own business.’ How easy it 
sounds! But this is one of the worst 
delusions concerning city govern. 
ment. It is true that the business af- 
fairs of a city should be carried on in 
a business way, and that good busi- 
ness and technical men should be put 
at the head of departments and de- 
tails; but for the general management 
and political control—a prime essen- 
tial which cannot be dispensed with— 
something more is neded. The gov- 
ernment of a large city is a highly 
complex, legal and political machine, 
It has, prescribed by law, all sorts of 
necessary checks and limitations up- 
on official power. Government has 
te be conducted in accordance with 
those settled principles of govern- 
ment which have been found to be 
necessary to keep government within 
bounds and — safeguard — individual 
rights. ‘The mayor who should disre- 
gard this, or not be able to appre- 
ciate it, or not know the distinction 
between a government of laws and a 
government of men, would straight- 
away have everything, or many 
things, in confusion. Ina few months 
ke would be a nit subject for removal 
or indictment. A business man may do 
just as he likes in his business, but 
rot as a mayor ot in any public of- 
fice. There he is a mere instrament 
to carry out the laws. His powcr-of- 
attorney is the law.

ling powers which have grown to be 
the rule in America: cities, without 
having first qualified himself by study- 
ing law and government, and by prac- 
tical experience therein. Government 
is a science to be learned like any 
other science. ‘This does not mean 
that a mayor must be a lawyer. Any 
man of good ability can prepare him- 
self for the mayoralty of a city, as for 
the governorship of a state, or for the 
Presidency of the United States, by 
devoting a sufficient number of years 
thereto, It is a false notion that a 
man may jump, per saltum, from a 
bank or a business house into the 
mayoralty of a great city, and, with- 
out any previous study or experience 
in government, succeed. You might 
as well call in a cobbler to amputate 
your leg as call in such a mayor to 
run your city. The cobbler would cut 
your leg off, to be sure; but what a 
mess he would make of*it! And the 
same is true of such a mayor.” 

Mayor Gaynor's words, coming 
from a man who has shown a grasp 
of the problems confronting him that 
few others called to similar posts have 
done, cannot: be given too wide publi- 
city... They apply to every field of 
public effort. We are too much giv- 
en to electing men to office for some- 
thing they have done that has no 
bearing whatever on their fitness to 
serve in the post into which we put 
them,

NEVADA MOVES UP

3y virtue ot a G@rastic state law, Oct- 
ober 1 saw all gambling deprived of 
legal rights, the roulette spun round 
for the last time, and the last card 
turned up ont of the faro bank case. 
Hereafter, if the goddess of chance 
continues to reside there, she will be 
subject to arrest. In Reno, Carson 
City, and Goldfield gambling houses, 
like saloons, have been operated under 


a license, the funds being absorbed | 


by the city granting the right. Mil- 
lions of dollars, it is said, have been 
invested in these concerns, some of 
their other attractions, 


the state. Jn their way the gambling 
houses were the most inviting in the 
city. 

Nevada, with its sparse and flue- 
tuating population, maintained longer 
than any other state the adventurous 
spirit of the old west. Subsisting as 
it did almost entirely upon mining in- 
dustry, or what passed for such, that 
population was thoroughly under the 
sway of chanece—an element which 
had survived from the days of Mac- 
kay and Flood and which had fur- 
nished Mark Twain with some of his 
earliest and best material. 

Remote and almost negligable, the 
state naturally became a lidless Monte 
Carlo, where “sport” not tolerated 
elsewhere found a Gretna ireen, 
There was no place within its borders 
where any one who wished to put a 
dollar on a card, pull off a fight, a 
horse race, or a fake foot contest 
might not do it without fear of the 
law, In fact, at least two of these 
were licensed by the state. 

The placing of a ban against gam- 
bling displays qn unexpected awaken- 
ing of Nevada conscience. It may b, 
in ime, that the state wil Ireach the 
point where it will forbid jrizefights 
and also do something to extirpate 
those other industries, éasy divorce 
and the sale of fake mining stocks.

AN AFRICAN STATE 


From the Toronto Star. 

There is said to be an organized 
movement among Southern negroes 
to induce the United States to set 
apart Texas as a negro republic. Why 
Texas is chosen does not clearly ap- 
pear. There are several states, in- 
cluding Georgia, Alabama and Mis- 
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sissippi, in which the percentage of 
African population is much larger. 
Texas has become so inviting a field 
for white enterprise that the proposal 
is not practical,| But the idea of set- 
ting apart a “black belt” in which ne- 
groes should predominate and should 
govern themselves has a fascination 
for students of social problems. 


The conjunction of black and white 
in the United tSates has been unhap- 
py for both races. Mixed marriages 
turn out badly. The status of the 
progeny is uncertain and the uncer- 
tainty produces heartburning and dis- 
appoinment, Slave Jabor was a curse 
to both races. It retarded the indivi- 
dual progress of the South, it was the 
real cause of the civil war; and it 
weakened the capacity of the negroes 
for self-government and initiative. 


Had there been such a thing as 
world satesmanship, it would have re- 
garded the continent of Africa, not as 
a place from’ which to steal slaves, 
or in which to search for gold, dia- 
monds and rubber, or to kill big 
game, but as a field for the develop- 
ment of the black races. The white 
races would have demonstrated their 
superiority by lending their aid to 
their weaker brethren. If it be said 
that this is a Quixotic view, the his- 
tory of the United States shows that 
the opposite policy was not only 
eruel and selfish, but injurious! for the 
white man. The nation has paid 
dearly, and is paying dearly today, for 
the crime of those who dragged the 
black man from his African home 
and held him in slavery.

Thirty-two Face Starvation, 

Matt Hendickson came in from his 
claim three and half amiles south west 
of Beaudette this morning, Thirty-tavo 
people are housed in his shack with- 
out food he says. When the fire 
struck his place sixteen of them got 
into an eight foot deep fire well and 
remained there on the verge of suffu- 
cation while the fire passed. It so 
happened that while the force of the 
cyclone vi fire passed directly over the 
well, it passed to the south, cast of 
hs thouse.and it did mot > buri it, al- 
though everything else inflammable 
about the place burned. ‘Many of the 
settlers got to the Rapid River and 
saved themselves ‘by wading, into the 
water, although even then many were 
burned about the face. 

Seven bodies, probably the Rolin 
family, lie in the clering where they 
sought refuge in an open spzce in the 
woods, all to no avail. The fire is still 
threatening the destruction of the. few 
houses along the river in old Beau- 
datte. 

The Engler company’s. people gave 
up hope of saving tieir property, two 
miles down the river. This afternoon 
at 2 p.m, they sent all their horses t9 
a place of safety. ‘The fire was then ah 
around the mill property and the 
smoke is so dense it cannot ibe ascer- 
taned whether it is burning or mot. 

In Rainy River over a hundred depu- 
ties have been sworn in and are divided 
into groups of ten to fight the fire 
from all sides. 

A Gale Spells Doom.

nigha would scal our doom. Tired 
and worn out, the destitute’ peopic 
roam the streets, although the ibusi- 
ness men are showing a fine spirit of 
hopefulness and as soon as the people 
are provided for, will organize plans to 
consolidate the two towns of Spooncr 
and Beaudette and build better than 
ever.

C, N. R. Bridge Burned. 


The great bridge on the C.N.R. was 
burned out six miles west of here. <A 
freight train ran on ‘tie burning 
bridge and the engineer had got hall 
way off the bridge when it gave way. 
Several cars of wheat went down with 
the ibridge completely daming the 
water. The engineer and fireman 
jumped. ‘Ihe conductor and brake- 
men and several refugees in the cab- 
“ose tad a narrow escape.

Swamp Burns Like Coal. 


Had ‘the fire come in two or three 
hours later when people were asleep, 
the death rate would ‘have been nppal- 
ing, as no rain ‘has fallen in ‘this dis- 
trict since the snow left, save enough 
to barely wet the ground = once or 
twice, so that the swamp ground burns 
as fiercely as coal and makes a dense, 
pungent smoke so stifling that no one 
can live in it. Our onily hope for safe- 
ty is on protracted rains or severe cold 
weather, as the ground ts burning 
three and four feet deep and there is 
no way of putting it out, outside the 
radius of a hydrant. 

The ‘Canadian government have for- 
warded some tents to house the people 
and they will-be put up tonight. What 
seems te ibe most needed is plenty of 
‘blankets and food. 

Eye Witness’ Description. 

Rainy River, Oct. 9O--Janes Ram- 
scy, who was out several miles south 
cf Beaudette when he first heard the 
roar of the flames thus graphically 
dcscribes his experiences: 

“I started to run for town, but the 
fire Was coming closer. I caught up 
to a man with his wife and little 
baby who were completely exhausted 
and taking the baby. from them I 
urged them on. We had to oass 
through heavy black tamarac and 
would never in the world have go 
through if it were not that the wind 
shifted to the north. Very few home- 
steaders escaped. Four men from 
Davenport, Ia., who were out looking 
for homesteads, one of them named 
Simmons, all lost their lives. Matt- 
son Berg and five children perished. 
A man named Rolin and family of 
cight are all dead. The Goffin fam- 
ily, consisting of father, mother and 
ihre children, and Julisu Boten, wife 
and seven children, are among the 
known ddead. 

“Among those missing are Severt 
Hagen, George W. Ewer of Arlington, 
Minn., Charles Baker and Patrick 
C’Meara. Iam erganizing a party to 
go out in the morning to search for 
the dead and bring relief to the in- 
jured, I beiicve this fire will go clean 
through hundreds of miles of bush 
and hundreds of lives will be lost as 
there will be no escape in such a cy- 
clone of fire as that of yesterday.”

Burning Bridge Collapsed. 


The most distressing feature in the 
experience of Robert McAnnany was 
his agony of mind when he heard and 
saw the approach of the freight train 
that went through the bridge, but was 
unable to give a warning that the 
trestles were on fire because of the 
great heat. The train went on to 
the bridge slowly and had just about 
reached ‘the centre of the single 4o- 
foot span when it began to sink slow- 
ly taking the cars with it. Then the 
whole timbering fell with a crash and 
he thought sure that some of the train- 
men had ben killed, but he stayed 
where he was until morning, when he 
found they had all escaped by jump- 
ing. . y 

Oscar Johnson, wife and thre chil- 
dren, stond five hours in the Beau- 
dette river, ducking their heads when 
the heat became too intense. ‘They 
say the water in the river was heated 
ty an uncomfortable temperature and 
that steam rose from the surface. 
when they escaped it was through a 
furnace of dying coals with here and 
there a blaze reaching out for what 
it might destroy.

IS UNCONDITIONAL 


Outlaw of Cameron Dam Gave 
Himself and Family Into 
Hands of the Law. 


WOUND HASTENED END 


Sharp-Shooting Family Are Now 
Lodged in Winter, Wis., Jail— 
Girl Improving. oe 


Winter, Wis. Oct. 9.—Handeuffed 
to the man whom he attempted to kill 
a dozen times yesterday, and who Is 
also his own sworn enemy, Jokn I, 
Deits, the defender cf Cameron Dam, 
surrendered at 3.30 yesterday to the 
law and will stand trial A bullec 
wound in Deitd’s right hand, which 
prevented him from using his gun to 
advantage, is supposed to’have hasten- 
ed the surrender. 

‘Ascar Harp, a deputy, was killed at 
12,20. Deputy Von Pomerlo was with 
‘Harp. Both men made a run for the 
lumber pile. Mr. Deitz, saw and fired, 
Harp fell dead within the diring dine. 
Mrs, Deitz and Leslie are prisoners 
and are not injured. The terms of the 
surrender were unconditional, other 
than a request from Deitz that he be 
protected from violence. Helen Deitz, 
the 14 year old daughter, represented 
the family side in the final peace nego- 
tiations, the other side represented by 
Sully Heffelfinger, of Minneapolis, the 
man chosen ‘oy Sheriff Madden to go 
in and make arrangements with Deitz 
and ‘promise him absolute protection 
from violence to either ‘himself or his 
family. 

This morning John Deitz, his wife, 
his eldest son, Clarence, and his ‘son 
Leslie occupy cells in the county jail 
at ‘Hayward, while his daughter Myra 
although under arrest, is still confined 
at the hospital at Ashland as a result 
of the bullet she received in the back 
from Thorbin's pistol a week ago yes- 
terday.

Farming Exhibit. 


'PROUD OF HIS PROVINCE 


‘And Now Quite Sure Edmonton 


Fair is Better Than Any in the 
Whole West. 


Mr. Harrison’s face was wreathed 
in smiles this morning. He has, just 
returned from the exhibit at Spokane, 
Wash. 

“Alberta, you can say, was the 
whole thing there,” said he. “Not 
only was her provincial exhibit easily 
the best but the individual exhibits. of 
different towns and districts took 
prizes galore.” 

“Was it a dry-farming exhibition 
only?” Mr, Harrison was asked. 

“No, it was the state fair of Wash- 
ington and a certain section of the 
grounds was set aside for a dry-farm- 
ing exhibition, in which those states 
whose annual rainfall was Jess than 
20 inches were -allowed to compete. 
Dry farming is a grossly misunder- 
stood term. It is little more than 
using all the moisture you have—in 
other words, good farming. The com- 
petition represented most of the 
western states, though Alberta was 
the only province of Canada with an 
exhibit. 

“Edmonton, of course, had no indi- 
vidual exhibit, though this district pro- 
duced practically all the vegetables 
and roots for the Alberta display, 
which took the silver cup for proyin- 
cial and state exhibits. Not only was 
our exhibit best, but our delegation 
was the second largest on the 
grounds, and our speaker, Hon. Dun- 
cam Marshall, was easily the orator 
of the day. We led the others in ex- 
hibits, speakers and the attention of 
the public. 

“The fair grounds at Spokane are 
good,” continued Mr. Harrison, “but, 
really, a person has to go away from 
home to learn how good our own is. 
They have a fine midway but our lay- 
out is fully 50 per cent. better than 
theirs. It convinced me what I had 
heard said many times, but refused to 
kelieve, that ours was the best fair in 
Westrn Canada or the Western 
States.” 

Speaking of Spokane, Mr. Harrison 
said: “ I took a run out on the sub- 
urban line around the city which goes 
out as far as Cocur d’Alene. It’s 
wonderful how it is developing the 
city, They are making a strong effort 
to make the city attractive to farm- 
ers with market and transportation fa- 1 
cilities. Consequently the farmers use 
the suburban lines, come into town 
and spend their money. It convinced 
me that the suburban line is bound to 
be the making of Edmonton.”

ESTIMATE OF DEAD | 


UP TO A THOUSAND 


At Least Five Hundred Have 
Perished Already in the Fires, 
And Perhaps More. 


WAS A CYCLONE OF FIRE} 


Flame Burst Upon Towns With- 
out Any Warning Whatever— 
No Chance to Escape. 


International Falls, Minn., Oct. 0.—- 
The estimate of the number who have 
perished in the Rainy River holo- 
vaust is placed at 500 and that is con- ] 
sidered conservative. Some say that 
1,000 perished, while othets are in- 
clined to think these estimates are ¢y- 


“uggerated and place the dead at 209 


It is generally conceded, however, tha: 
sco persons lost their lives. There is 
nothing by which any reports can be 
confirmed or disproven, as all the 
wires are down and trains are running 
into Rainy River. When a special re- 
lief train bearing provisions for the 
Rainy River and Bemidjii arrived a 
company of National Guards were on 
it. They took charge of the distribu- 
lion of supplies and the preservation 
of order, martial law in the burned 
district having been proclaimed. A 
relief committee appointed by Mayor 
Berg of International I*alls, is also 
assisting in arranging for the care of 
the survivors, There are nearly 300 
refugecs quartered here. ‘I'yphoil 
has broken out, there being already 
three cases, Among ‘the number there 
were six men, badly burned, who had 
lost everything, and are absolurcly 
Cestitute. 


The destruction of Beaudett: and 
Spooner was almost instantaneous. 
Only half an hour before the towns 
were a mass of flaines ‘the fire was re- 
ported five miles away. When the 
horrible news spread that the fire was 
close at hand and that the towns were 
doomed, the people rushed from their 
houses tothe steel bridge which spans 
the Rainy river. Many stories can 
be told of feats of endurance and cour- 
age which would put fiction to shame, 
but which pass with but little com- 
ment. 


The results of the great holocaust 
are indescribable, and it is considered 
here that other forest fires pale into 
insignificance when compared, It will 
Le some days yet before a fair list 
of the dead can be obtained.

Arthur M, Grenfell, an Englishman, 
who has ben responsible for a remark- 
able influx of British capital into Can- 
ada, and president of the Canadian 
Agencies, Ltd, of London, accompa- 
nied by his brother, Mr. Riversdale 
Grenfell, Captain Newton, late A. D. 
C., to Karl Grey and now connected 
with a Montreal financial firm, and 
Major St. Auben, is a visitor in Kd- 
monton, 

Mr. Grenfell has large interests in 


Alberta, among them being the South- 
ern Alberta Land Company, which 
owns 400,000 acres west of Medicine 
Tat, and the Western Canada Land 
Company which controls 300.000 acres 
west of this city. Another big Cana- 
diait enterprise with which he has im- 
portant connection is the Lake Super- 
ior Steel Corporation. 

A Capital reporter was accorded an 
interiew with Mr. Grenfell this morn- 
ing in which Mr. Grenfell expressed 
his abounding faith in Caanda. He 
declared that this country was highly 
regarded in the old country. j 

“Englishmen regard Canadian in- 
yestments very highly,” he said, “and 
there is bound to be a steady flow 
of British capital into this country, in 
the next few years we will spend in 
Southern Alberta over $5,000,000."” 

Mr. Grenfell is associated with the 
Duke of Sutherland in a colonization 
enterprise. It is intended to devote 
a large tract of land under their con- 
trol in this district to the locating of 
Pritish settlers of an agricultural 
class. They will also establish a mod- 
el farm at Wabamum. 

In speaking of the Lake Superior 
Steel Corporation, Mr. Grenfell stated 
that the operation of a plant in Al- 
goma would probably mean cheaper 
steel for the west, at any rate a better

“Owing to its geographical posi- 
tion,” he said, “the Algoma Steel com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the Lake Super-

MILK BETTER 
Reports Shows a Decided Improve-

IN FRENCH ARMY 


In Many Years Took Place at Tunis 
wa Trooper Shot for Wounding 
Officer 


WAS SORT OF WILD MAN 
Was Grotesquely Tattooed All Over 
His Face—Had an Imitation 
Moustache 


Paris, Oct. 9.—The first execution 
carried out for several years in the 
French army took place on Friday last 
ne fy Oe bs 
at Tunis. Fulery, a trooper in a corps 
of men under punishmetn in Africa, 
the bush, 


cseaped last winter into 


where he lived like a savage. Recap- 
tured and brought to jail, he stabbed 
with a knife a sergeant who was lead- 
ing him into acell. ‘Tne sergeant was 
wot badly wounded, and came out of 
the hospital all right again in a fort- 


mght. But the military code is severe 
and a court-martial setnenced the 
trcoper to death for wounding — his 


non-commissioned officer. [t was not 
bclieved at first that the sentence 
would be carried out, but on Sept. 3rd 
the order for the execution came from 
the War Office and Fulery was shot. 
He died courageously. He objected 
to being blindfolded that the officer 
commanding the company permitted 
him not {to tbe, for whichthe condemn- 
ed man thanked him warmly. Fulery, 
having kissed the chaplain. began re- 
citing the prayer Ave Maria, when the 
officer raised his sword and the com- 
pany fired. The man fell dead instan- 
taneously. 

Fulery seems to have been a wild 
creature, apparently a hooligan from 
Paris, where he was born. He was 
grotesquely tattooed all over his face. 
Instead of a natural moustache, he had 
an imitation one branded on his upper 
lip. Round his right eye a picture of 
a single eye-glass was tatooed, and on 
his forehead a woman’s face. ‘The 
reason why the exireme penalty was 
carried out against Fulery, whereas in 
the case of Graby, the trooper, who, 
with another, murdered Madame 
Gouin in «a railway train near Parts 
the capital sentence was commuted 
into one of hard labor for life, sems to 
be that the former’s crime, though far 
less great, was one against military 
discipline. ;
